N the laft Afercator it was enquir’d what 
hurt the People flying in Cafe of Perfe- 
cution would’ do to our Woollen Manu- 
factures ? : 

It may ‘be that Envious People with whom 
this Age abounds, may be fo kind and fo juft 
to this Author-of this, as to fay, that he is 
Writing for Perfecution, ; indeed they may as 

. well fay fo as fay mahy other Things which 
they-do: But to obviate fuch Objections, it 
may fuffice to fay, the Mercator protefts againft 
fuch Conftruction in the beginning, and affirms, 
he has no'Views that way, and will not allow 
that thofe Difputes Have any relation to Trade, 
and ought not to be blended together. 

But if Perfecution fhould fall in, as God 
forbid it fhould, yet the AZercaror fays it would 
not affect our Manufa€ture in the manner fug- 
gefted, viz. by carrying our Workmen abroad, 
and their Teaching other Nations to work our 
Goods. 

The Mercator agrees it may affect our Trade 
in general, but'there is to be a Diftinction 
made between Trade in general and Manufa- 
Gures in’ particular; our Manufactures will 
fuffer in every thing that is a Difcouragement 
ro Trade in general, becaufe they are a part 
of. Trade. But as tocarrying away the Art 
of Making, the Workmen, and the Manufaétu- 
ring Part, and fetting it up in foreign Coun- 
tries ; this is what the AZercator fays there is 
no Danger, no Poffibility of, becaufe there is 
no Materials to be had abroad for it. 

The laft Mercator has faid enough to prove, 
that AS our-having the Subftance of the Ma- 
pufaéture, viz. ,the WO OLL. in our own 
Hands excitfive of the whole World, was the 
only Reafon which firft brought the Manufa- 
&ure hither from. the Low-Couatries, which 
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Sheep were not ‘carry’d

as much of it. Ttey bave had ho reds, nay 
in time it may -befaid thoufands of oar Sheep 
carry'd over into France, and they would ne- 
ver have had the Wooll to fetch every Year, 
d-have produc’d it at home from 
the Breed of our.Sheep. .» 
Lhe. Cafe. is thus, the Sheep, change their 
very Nature by the Difference of the Soil, and 
cannot by any Methods be brought to prelerve 
the Finenefs of their Wooll, no not for one 
Seafon ; if Englifh Sheep are carry’d over un» 
fhorn, the Wooll will be as it was when they 
went off, that is no Myftery, becaufe the Wooll 
was actually grown before they went away 
from hence, but take off that Fleece, and 
turn them abroad to feed 5 this is certain, the 
very next years Wooll fhall be quite another

> W hy ih Soil‘in Spain has improved 
oa ua hain ng Perfection, The Reafon is 
wewident; the Wooll like the .Fruits of che 
‘Barth, a ane obey the Climate. and the 
Soil, and. they, ‘wi it nore fase in fome Coun- 
‘tries. while they will to dmitation ia. another, 
‘and this isa good reafon to prove, that they 
‘have not Ww ia fi ‘rance, that is to fay, not

‘Krown rhing wanted any, Evidence, which it 


er did till. how, neither would it now if we 
be pot People to deal with, who would deny 
riaciples and maintain univerfal Miftakes. 
This. may be confirm’d by fome other Ex- 
‘amples of the Tranfplanting other brute Crea- 
‘thres out of one Country to another, and par- 
ficularly from Bogland, who change their very 
Nature and Conftitution by the Change of the 
Soil: For example, If you carry a pack of Eng- 
Hounds into France, if they are Fleet- 
ounds they lofe their Nofes in Two or three 
‘Years, if Deep mouth’d Hounds they will lofe 
their Nofes, and the Ring or Mouth, which is 
fo Mufical here, and which adds to the Plea- 
Sure of the Sportfmen. 
_ Again; If you carry an Englifh Bull Dog 
into Holland, the Creature® retains ‘no mote 
‘the fiercenefS of his Nature, his generous 
Courage, and the defperate Harduefs which 
makes him. fo valuable here but tho’ he re- 
‘tains the fierce Cauntenance, he degenerates

into a little Cur as tame, cowardly and dull 
as a meer Mongrel, as we fee in the little 
briadied Dutch Dogs which we have from 
Holland; whic we he br je from Our Ball-
